Reagan tackles state budget 


SACRAMENTO (U P I) 
- Gov. 
Ronald Reagan plunged into the 
urgent task today of scrutinizing the 
proposed $9 46 billion state budget, 
the nation’s largest, sent to him only 
two days before it is supposed to 
take effect. 
The legislature, with bipartisan 
support, Thursday passed the huge 
spending proposal, $17 billion more 
than the $7.7 billion budget for the 
current 
fiscal 
year, 
despite 
objections it constituted “ fiscal 
irresponsibility.” 
The 
proposed 
budget 
is $160 


million more than requested by 
Reagan and represents about $470 
for every man, woman and child in 
California. 
11 contains the largest state school 
aid increase in history, generous 
salary raises for state employes, 
$1.3 
million 
for 
a 
governor’s 
mansion and $89.3 million for park 
acquisition. 
The budget also sets aside $42 
million for beginning construction of 
a new, twin*tower legislative office 
building and reconstruction of the 
104-yearold Capitol. 
The Senate passed the budget on a 


34-6 vote. The Assembly quickly 
followed, sending the budget to the 
governor on a 69-3 vote. 
The action came 13 days after the 
constitutional 
deadline 
for 
legislative passage of the budget and 
two days before 
the beginning 
Sunday of the next fiscal year. 
James 
E. 
Jenkins, 
Reagan’s 
director of public affairs, said aides 
began 
dissecting 
the 
complex 
document 
even 
before 
the 
legislature finished approving it. 
Jenkins said Reagan would sign 
the budget bill before midnight 
Saturday. 


During floor debate Thursday, 
Assemblyman Willie L. Brown Jr., 
D-San 
Francisco, 
described 
the 
measure as “ the best budget that we 
have managed to produce in my 10 
years as a legislator.” 
“ It 
contains 
practically 
ev­ 
erything that eveyone could want,” 
Brown 
said, 
predicting 
Reagan 
would not make “ any great cuts” in 
it 
Assemblyman 
Mike 
D. 
An­ 
tonovich, R-Los Angeles, described 
the budget as an example of “ fiscal 
irresponsibility.” 


Nixon compromise 
to end bombing 
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W A S H IN G T O N 
( U P I ) 
- 
President Nixon has proposed a 
compromise to end the bombing of 
Cambodia in six weeks and come 
back 
to 
Congress 
for 
specific 
approval if he must continue it 
beyond 
then, 
House Republican 
Leader Gerald Ford said today. 
Ford said he had received the 
information from a spokesman at 
the White House who had authorized 
Ford to offer the compromise in the 
name of the President. 
Ford, of Michigan, urged the 
House to accept the proposal to 
avert a constitutional showdown 
that could cut off appropriations to 
all agencies of government when the 
new fiscal year starts this Sunday. 
“ I ’ll be frank with you,” Ford told 
the House. “ I didn’t talk to the 
President. But I ’ve been talking to 
people who have talked to the 
President.” 
A loud “ no” was shouted from the 
Democratic side of the aisle. 
“ Hearsay,” someone shouted. 


The scene occurred as the House 
considered 
a 
$3.3 
billion 
supplemental 
appropriations bill 
that Nixon vetoed because of its 
language cutting off funds for U.S. 
military action in, over or from off 
the shores of Cambodia or Laos. 
The measure, as rewritten by the 
House Appropriations Committee 
after Nixon’s veto was sustained 
Wednesday, 
substitutes 
a 
“ compromise” proposal that would 
permit the bombing to go on until 
Aug. 15, but cut off funds after that 
date. 


Ford said his unidentified White 
House contact —-believed to be 
Nixon’s chief domestic adviser, 
Melvin R. Laird —told him Nixon 
would accept the Aug. 15 cutoff. 
“ If military action is required 
after Aug. 15, the President will ask 
for a congressional decision and will 
abide by the decision of the House 
and Senate of the United States,” 
Ford said. 
Dean claims asked to stop tax audits 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - Ousted 
White House Counsel John W. Dean 
III testified today that persons 
brought pressure on him to help stop 
tax audits that were being made on 
some of President Nixon’s friends. 
Dean, in his fifth and final day of 
testimony 
before 
the 
Senate 
Watergate 
committee, 
did 
not 
identify either the persons making 
the request or Nixon’s friends who 
were being audited. He said that at 
least once he refused to take action. 


In other testimony: 
—Sen. Edward J. Gurney, R-Fla., 
challenged Dean closely about his 
memory, 
particularly 
about 
a 
conversation Dean had in June, 1972 
with Herbert W. Kalmbach, then 
Nixon’s personal lawyer. 
—Sen. Joseph M. Montoya, D- 
N.Y., suggested Nixon knew that 
Dean had made no White House 
investigation of Watergate when the 
President said at an Aug. 29 news 
conference 
t 
h 
a 
t 
Dean's 
investigation showed no one then in 
the White House or the administra- 


tion was involved in the scandal. 
Earlier this week, Dean testified 
that Nixon told him on Sept. 15 that 
his administration had not been able 
to make use of Internal Revenue 
Service (1RS) audits the way that 
previous 
Democratic 
adminis­ 
trations had. 
Today, Dean testified: “ I was told 
I was to do something about those 
audits that were being performed on 
two friends of the President, that 
they felt they were being harassed 
and the like.” 
Dean said he later saw a memo on 
which then-White House Chief of 
Staff H. R. Haldeman had written, 
saying “ This has already been taken 
care of.” 


In a third instance, Dean testified, 
an audit “ was commencing on 
somebody who was close to the 
President, and several people got 
involved in this. They said, ‘John, 
you got to do something about this 
because the President is just going 
to hit the roof when he finds out 
about it.’”

Earle Sweetland, the city’s present 
set of tinselly pole ornaments, after 
the cheer, rain and wind of eight 
Yuletides, have presided over their 
last season. 
New ones would cost thousands 
and, like the old set, would have to 
be funded by an appeal to downtown 
area businesses backed up by a 
palpable public desire.

Early indications are, though, that 
neither most downtown merchants 
nor the public much care.

Sweetland, and the full compliment 
of 79 new ornaments would adorn 
the 79 light standards on Ocean 
Avenue and H and South I Streets. 
Lewis included in his letter a brief 
questionnaire asking for attitudes 
toward city street decorations at 
Christmas. Of the 210 questionnaires, 
though, a slim 28 responses were 
received and only 19 of those were 
mailed by merchants who both 
wanted 
s tre e t 
C h ris tm a s 
decorations and were willing to 
contribute a share of their cost. 
Sweetland received a measure of 
the importance of the decorations to 
the public last Christmas when, 
after hanging the present tattered 
ornaments for the eighth time, he 
braced for a deluge of critical phone 
calls.

“ I reported this back to the people 
and I said, ‘Just don’t touch this. 
There’s just no way. This man is in 
trouble and he needs to be told he’s 
in trouble.’ That’s the way I handled 
these situations.” 
Montoya closely questioned Dean 
about the news conference when 


Nixon said no one in the White 
House was involved in Watergate. 


In addition to official government 
investigations of the bugging of 
Democratic party headquarters last 
year, Nixon said on Aug. 29 that 
“ under my direction, counsel to the 
President, Mr. Dean had conducted 
a complete investigation of all leads 
which 
might 
involve 
present 
members of the White House staff 
or members of government. I can 
say 
categorically 
that 
his 
investigation indicates that no one 
on the White House staff, no one in 
this 
administration, 
presently 


employed, was involved in this 
bizarre incident.” 
Appearing for the fifth straight 
day at the nationally televised 
Senate hearings, Dean nodded and 
smiled faintly as Montoya read the 
familiar words. 


“ Now, I ask you this question, 
with respect to any project that you 
handled directly for the President, 
where 
a 
report 
was 
required, 
wouldn’t you assume that if this is 
true, that you would have been 
required to file a report?” Montoya 
asked. 
“ Yes, sir,” Dean replied. 


“ And also, if —assuming this was 
true 
—wouldn’t that 
report be 
available at the White House?” 
Montoya asked. 
“ That is correct,” Dean said. 


“ And 
so, 
assuming 
the 
correctness 
of 
the 
President’s 
statement, 
then 
it 
necessarily 
follows that if you made a complete 
investigation at his behest and for 
him, that the President should 
produce 
that 
Dean 
report?” 
Montoya asked. 


“ I already believe that the White 
House has indicated there was no 
Dean investigation,” Dean replied.

Negotiators okay increase 


WASHINGTON (U PI) — House and Senate negotiators have approved a 
5.6 per cent increase in Social Security benefits and higher employe payroll 
deductions to help pay for it. 
Under the bill, the maximum benefits for an individual would increase by 
$108 a year and the maximum payroll deduction would increase by $35 10. 
But the measure may become ensnarled in the debate over the bombing of 
Cambodia. The bill to which it is attached is one of several pieces of 
legislation to which amendments have been added to halt the bombing of 
Cambodia.

move that patched up a European 
economic crisis at the expense of 
the already low U.S. dollar 
The move was announced by 
Helmut Schmidt, West Germany's 
Finance 
Minister, 
after 
an 
emergency cabinet meeting with 
Chancellor Willy Brandt. Schmidt 
said it was not the dollar but the 
weakness 
of 
Europe's 
own 
currencies against the mark that 
provoked the revaluation 


Europe’s money markets first 
froze into inactivity with the sudden 
news Germany had 
raised 
the 
mark's value for the second time 
this 
year 
When 
business 
did 
resume at a snail’s pace the U.S. 
dollar dropped again to record lows 
in Frankfurt, Zurich, Brussels and 
Stockholm 
Scandinavian markets 
suspended trading altogether Gold 
spurted higher on the London bullion 
market 
Schmidt informed newsmen that 
West Germany’s booming export 
surplus is so strong it has been 
forcing the currencies of European 


Common Market countries down to 
the lowest rates permitted against 
the mark The move averted a crisis 


within the Common Market which 
seeks 
eventually 
a 
common 
currency. 


Financial sources predicted the 
dollar could improve outside West 
Germany 
whose 
tidal 
wave of 


exports has made the mark the most 
sought after currency in the world 


The U.S. Treasury Department

Nixon might lift quotas on fuel 


SAN CLEM ENTE, Calif. ( UP I ) — President Nixon has 
decided to attack the energy shortage by lifting quotas and 
tariffs on imported fuel, mounting a $10 billion crash 
research program and putting an energy czar in the White 
House and a secretary of energy in the Cabinet, according 
to White House sources. 
The White House energy post will go to Colorado Gov. 
John A. Love, the sources said. 
White House sources said the President would unveil his 
sweeping package of energy proposals in a special message 
to Congress from the Western White House. 
The program will include a proposal to spend $10 billion in 
a five-year crash program to tund research into new energy 
sources, beginning in fiscal 1975, the sources said. 
Furthermore, the sources said, he would call for a $100 
million outlay in the 1974 fiscal year budget to begin the 
search for resources to replace dwindling oil supplies. 
Nixon has been severely criticized in some quarters for 
failing to move faster to meet the shortages. 
The sources said he would urge a voluntary reduction in 
energy consumption by the American public over the next 
12 months.

“ income reliability.” 
Nixon was maintaining a low profile and staying out of 
the public eye while the national spotlight focused on the 
Senate Watergate hearings.

County Water District director J. Raul 
Martinez. 


Martinez made it clear that he was not 
advocating any definite period of delay and 
backed a delay only if it would help resolve 
the water problem in this county. 
Both counties are required to agree on a 
request for a delay beyond the Jan. 1 1975 
deadline imposed by the State Department 
of Water Resources, State officials said by 


that date they will begin with design and 
construction work on the coastal aqueduct 
to serve the counties with state water 
unless they hear otherwise. 
Meanwhile, input as to a possible delay 
could com e in from the various water 
purveyors in the county, including cities 
and Vandenberg Air Force Base 
The 
demands for supplemental water as noted 
by the water purveyors is increasing, said 
County 
Water 
Consultant 
Robert 
M 
Edmonston. 
Martinez made it clear he “didn’t think it 
advisable to have the state breathing down 
our backs” on the state water question 
Other developments at the com mittee 
session: 


—Supplem ental

figures from the city of Santa Barbara now 
show a maximum of 9,740 acre feet of 
supplemental water seen needed annually

Candidates happy, 
but not surprised 
by Reagan stand 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - Four rivals for the 1974 
Republican gubernatorial nomination said today they are 
happy but not surprised that Gov. Ronald Reagan has 
slammed the door on speculation he might succumb to a 
draft and run for a third term. 
“ He’s a determined man and once he makes up his mind 
he sticks to it pretty w ell,” said Lt. Gov. Ed Reinecke, 
adding: “ It does clear the air.” 
“ I have to take him at his word and that’s what I’m 
doing,” said former Lt. Gov. and Presidential Counselor 
Robert H. Finch. 
Controller Houston I. Flournoy said, “I’m not at all 
surprised at the governor’s announcement since I fully 
believed him the first tim e.” 
Attorney General Evelle J. Younger expressed similar 
sentiments. 
Speculation had been growing that Reagan might accept 
a draft to run for a third term if the party faced a 
bloodletting during the primary and no nominee could 
em erge as a strong candidate during the general election. 
Reagan’s public popularity, based on polls, has been 
steadily climbing since mid-1971. 
“ Nothing has happened to change my mind. I think I 
made the right decision and I’m going to stick by it,” 
Reagan told a news conference Thursday. 
It had been theorized by some that a third term would 
give Reagan a forum to campaign for the 1976 Republican 
presidential nomination. He was reported to have been 
under pressure from longtime wealthy supporters to run 
again. 
“I’ve read all of this (speculation). I haven’t felt any of 
the pressure that everybody is speculating about,” the 
governor said.

Bills may be amended or rejected 
without burdening the entire membership with poorly 
drafted or unacceptable ideas. 
Because the members generally rely heavily upon 
committee recommendations it seem s just as wrong for a 
member to authorize someone else to cast his committee 
vote as it is for him to allow another to vote for him in the 
Assembly. Neither is permitted by the Senate. 
Regardless of the legality, it is an insult to the public to 
hold com mittee meetings under the guise of affording the 
citizens an opportunity to be heard and then have only a 
skeleton com mittee present. 
It has been contended by some members that here is no 
abuse of the proxy votes. They claim they are not used 
unless a quorum is present. They also claim the proxies are 
not carte blanche but must be specific. The facts belie these 
claims. 
Only recently Assemblyman Bob Wilson, chairman of the 
six member Retirement Committee, scheduled his own bill 
AB 2102 for hearing. There is a vacancy on the committee 
and only four members were present. Wilson failed to 
observe customary practice in relinquishing the chair to 
present his own bill. Proponents were given more than an 
hour to air their views. 
Despite the fact the measure was opposed by the Screen 
Actors Guild, the producers, the California Manufacturers 
and General Electric, only one opponent was permitted to 
speak. He was cut off after a few brief minutes. The roll 
was called. It stood two to two. Wilson announced he had 
the proxy of absent member Julian Dixon and declared the 
bill approved. Another com mitee member contended Dixon 
had never checked in with the committee. Under the rules a 
proxy cannot be given unless the member has answered the 
roll call before absenting himself. 
In what seem s an overzealous attempt to compel his 
com m ittee to get its work done, Assembly Transportation 
Committee Chairman Ken Meade issued an edict to all 
members. 
Stating 
he 
considered 
attendance 
and 
participation imperative, he wrote: 
“Any 
member who fails to sign-in without prior 
permission of the Speaker, and any member who leaves the 
hearing without giving the chairman a specific proxy for 
each remaining item on the agenda, shall be deemed to 
have submitted his resignation from the com m ittee.” 
His effort to compel attendance cannot be faulted But his 
mandate to deliver up proxy votes is not so admirable. For 
it appears what he is saying is “ It’s all right fellows if you 
can’t be bothered attending committee meetings and giving 
the citizens a fair shake on legislative proposals. You will 
still get your expenses and the credit for being here and 
voting, if you give me your votes.” 
Despite the fact it takes nine members to make a quorum 
on Meade’s com mittee, witnesses have observed bills being 
passed with less than a quorum present and the chairman 
voting four or more proxies. 
One would hardly think the Supreme Court s “Oneman. 
one-vote’ decision intended one man could vote a pocketful 
of proxies.

SACRAMENTO (UPI) 
Senate Republicans have re­ 
mained loyal to Gov. Ronald Reagan and crushed a Demo­ 
cratic effort to override the governor’s veto of a bill 
reapportioning California’s legislative and congressional 
districts. 


A two-thirds vote —27 members —was required for the 
override Thursday night and the attempt failed to receive 
even a majority of the Senate’s backing. The tally was 19- 
21. 


The bill passed the Senate June 15 by 23-11. 
Seventeen Republicans and four Democrats blocked the 
override. Only three Republicans and 16 Democrats voted 
for it.

Serious crime declines in nation 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Serious drime declined one per 
cent in the nation during the first three months of 1973, but 
crime in the suburbs and rural areas continued to increase, 
the FBI’s Uniform Crime Reports showed today. 
Attorney General Elliot L. Richardson reported that 100 
of the nation’s largest cities reported actual reductions in 
serious crime during the first quarter of 1973. Eighty-eight 
cities showed a decrease in the same period of 1972. Serious 


crime showed a three per cent decrease in the same period 
last year. 
The figures in the crime reports are based on nationwide 
crime statistics contributed by local, county and state law 
enforcement agencies. 
Richardson said the statistical report has been changed 
this year to include all larceny-theft instead of limiting that 
category to larceny $50 and over.

‘50s revisited

These days, everyone is looking back warmly on the 
’50s . . 
well, practically everyone. 
“ 1 figured I would never work again,” says actor John 
Randolph, recalling the not-so-fabulous ’50s. 
“The ’50s started off with my having twins and burying 
them,” says Randolph’s wife, handsome actress Sara 
Cunningham whose deep, resonant voice still has a hint 
of South Carolina, but not a trace of self-pity. 
“ After six pregnancies, I finally did produce a baby in 
1952 The lowest point we ever had was after we both ap­ 
peared before the House Un-American Activities Commit­ 
tee in 1955. That fall, John was picketed when he appeared 
on Broadway in 
Wooden Dish’ — Louis Calhern’s last 
show.” 
John leaned forward in his chair. He had just come in 
from a long rehearsal of the ABC Pueblo Incident, the 
television special in which he appeared with Hal Holbrook 
and George Grizzard. But he is buoyant and energetic, 
displaying a magnanimity and enthusiasm when he 
speaks of his colleagues, his wife, his friends that most 
actors reserve for themselves. 
John and Sara had suffered from a ’50s ailment not 
mentioned by nostalgia buffs — the blacklist. 
Some actors died of it; some changed professions be­ 
cause of it. Others — like the Randolphs, Zero Mostel, 
Studs Terkel, Arthur Miller and Charlie Chaplin — sur­ 
vived it, becoming heroes, particularly lauded by that 
small group who suffered from another affliction of the 
time — subpoena envy. 
“ After the Calhern show was over, I figured I was fin­ 
ished. Christmas was coming. Sara was in her fifth month. 
I went to see Herman Shumlin who was casting for the 
road company of Inherit the Wind’ with Melvyn Douglas. 
I read for the part of the preacher, Reverend Brown, and 
I was preaching for my life.” 
When the sermon was over, John had the part. Producer 
Shumlin, who had brought an unknown named Spencer 
Tracy to the stage in “The Last Mile” and produced most 
of Lillian Heilman’s plays, learned of Randolph’s plight 
and promised him an additional $50 a week. 
Twenty years after that grim era, the Randolphs are 
having a terrific comeback, with John appearing regular­ 
ly on TV and stage. 
As for Sara Cunningham, John calls her the late bloom­ 
er, blossoming wherever she goes. She made her first 
movie last year — “The Cowboys” with John Wayne. Says 
Sara, “ I’ve known my business now since I was 35, but 
it had always been terribly frightening to me. When 1 got 
past 50, I didn’t care any more. There was a young fella 
at one audition who asked me, What have you done re­ 
cently?’ I answered, ‘Darling, you’re just too young to 
know.’ Yet he called me back. Lately, I always get a call 
back.” 
So next time the disc jockey puts on Earth Angel or 
Shaboom, remember the Randolphs who, in spite of mis­ 
carriages and McCarthyism, survived the ’50s together, 
with dignity. I wonder how many of us will be able to say 
that much about the ’70s?

computer. 
Today, thank goodness, things are 
simpler. There are just two major 
statistics by which we now judge all 
athletes - dollars and cents. 
We’ve gone from “ Hey, isn’t that 
the guy who hit .364 for the Pikers 
last year?” to “ Hey, isn’t he the one 
who just signed a contract for 
$500,000 a year and a half ownership 
of Disneyland?” 
People are fascinated by money, 
and sports fans are no exception. 
More people can tell you how 
much each guy on the winning 
Superbowl team got than can tell 
you what team won In golf, we re 
constantly reminded who the top ten 
money-winners are, rather than who 
has the lowest strokes-per-round 
average 
Basketball, 
however, 
is 
the 
undisputed king of high finance. 
There are two leagues bidding for 
the available talent, and hardly any 
of the club owners dine with food 
stamps. As a result, the owners 
chase college players like Monty 
Hall run amok

Namath, the only sports figure on the White House "enem y” list, showed 
up for a Thursday night charity softball game at his boys’ camp here with a 
shirt emblazoned with a “ Watergate Investigator” decal.

Supreme Court guidelines 
on obscenity will result in a 
nationwide crackdown on 
pornography.

through. 
Suppose it can be shown

pornographic work may be 
lacking in serious literary, 
a r t i s t i c , 
p o l i t i c a l 
or 
scientific value but it will 
help you lose weight? 
Is that not an extenuating 
f a c t o r ? 
D oes

s t r o n g 
argument for leaving the 
book in circulation? 
The reason I am asking 
these questions is because, 
coincident with the new 
Supreme Court obscenity 
opinion, Bantam Books has

The price freeze 


Everybody’s been talking about the 
increase in prices and now that somebody 
— the President — has done something 
about it the nation will be watching the 
White House and the Congress to see what 
more they plan to do or are willing to do in 
order to bring long-term healthy stability. 
As Mr. Nixon put it in his announcement 
of a two month retail price freeze, “prices 
are going up at unacceptable rates,” 9 
percent annually to be exact. There was no 
effort on his part or that of cabinet 
members to avoid the obvious conclusion 
that Phase Three had not worked well, as 
well as it was hoped in halting inflation. 
The 60 days will give the administration 
time to prepare Phase Four, with “tighter 
standards 
and 
m ore 
m andatory 
compliance procedures.” 
President Nixon indicated that this time 
would be used in part for consultations

with affected groups and persons, a new 
Internal Revenue Service audit of the 
books of firms whos prices have been 
raised more than 1.5 percent above their 
January ceilings, and a search for new, 
equitable means of stabilizing “both food 
prices at the retail store and the price of 
gasoline at the local service station.” 
Softening the implications of reesta­ 
blishment of some price control, the 
President assured the nation that “we are 
not going to control the boom in a way that 
would lead to a bust.” We must not, he 
said, “let controls become a narcotic, and 
we must not become addicted.” 


Most concerned Americans will agree 
with the Nixon philosophy that in the long 
run controls can never “ substitute for a 
free economy.” It’s the short run that, 
unfortunately, needs adjusting.

devaluations later, it is still in a 
perilous condition. 
Western

Connally dealt were appalled at 
what appeared to be his lack of facts 
about money and trade on the world 
scene. He made up for this by his 
approach, which was half-cajolery 
and half-blunt bulldozing. 
His ability, as his old friend from 
Texas put it, is indisputable. The 
trouble has been that his know-how 
and expertise on world affairs were 
spread dangerously thin. President 
Nixon’s admiration 
for Connally 
borders on awe. Here is a hearty 
extrovert radiating confidence in 
striking contrast to the withdrawn, 
introverted man in the White House. 
Connally 
shares 
many of 
the 
characteristics of his good friend 
and one-time ally, the late Lyndon 
Johnson He might have followed in 
the Johnson footsteps toward a 
political career. But his in-and-out

Little has been heard, however, 
from other professions about their

unorganized people such as the 
aged, children, consumers, the poor, 
tenants, 
minorities 
and 
other 
citizens 
unjustly 
affected 
by 
corporate or governmental power. 
It is encouraging 
therefore to report

among public spirit­ 
ed 
s c i e n t i s t s , 
accountants, econo­

who 
are 
carving 
out 
their 
publi c 
i n t e r e s t 
missions: 
—The Center for Science in the 
Public Interest (1719 Church Street, 
N.W., Washington, D.C. 20036) is 
composed

scientist engaged in a whirl of 
important activity on a tiny budget. 
In a city where thousands of health 
and safety issues are regularly 
debated and decided by government, 
CSPI presents the technical facts 
which special interests and their 
complaint agencies want to ignore. 
The Center’s studies, testimony or 
litigation have covered the hazards 
of

The men and women who prepare 
news summaries for the secretary 
of Defense make it a point to include 
all possible critical and antagonistic 
news 
reports, 
columns 
and 
editorials. 
The reason is obvious. Officials 
cannot do their jobs even passing 
well unless they know what their 
critics say of them. Otherwise they 
live in a dream world. They begin to 
think themselves infallible. 
The news clippers 
in the Pentagon do 
their job 
exceed­ 
ingly 
well. 
The 
information sheets 
are frequently filled 
with 
more 
items 
critical 
of 
the 
D efense 
D epart­ 
m e n t 
t h a n 
favorable. 
Numbers of the men and women 
who do the selecting have worked 
under 
both 
Republican 
and 
Democratic administrations. 


This reporter knows that with 
surprising regularity super critical 
news 
clippings 
served 
up 
to 
Secretaries Melvin Laird and Elliot 
Richardson have been censored out 
of the reports made available for 
President Nixon s daily reading 
There also are reports from the 
White House that an attempt was 
made about two years back to bring 
into the staff several objective 
reporters (not 
necessarily 
pro- 
Nixon men) to make certain that 
whai the President read daily was 
not perfumed over so completely he 
would be left in isolated ignorance 
The attempt tailed, for one reason 
or another the men were never 
hired. 
Leaving Watergate aside, 
this 
type of censorship on what the 
President learned and the paucity of 
viewpoints made available to him 
these past two years has meant that

with a Congress dominated by the 
opposition party. 
As one researcher reported at a 
political science meeting here. “The 
President may have known 
the 
‘facts.’” But Prof Richard Johnson 
of Stanford put it, “ Written option 
papers and 
objectified 
briefings 
tend to filter out one vital element 
— the emotionality and conviction 
with which a given viewpoint is held 
by its proponents 


That Mr. Nixon has had what 
successes he has achieved in the 
legislative 
branch 
is 
because 
Congress 
itself 
has 
been 
badly 
divided — and because in severa1 
important fields, such as defense, 
the executive department concerned 
has been headed by some man 
knowledgeable in working with the 
Senate and House. 
The White House under Mr. Nixon 
in 1969 began with an assortment of 
men deliberately chosen to bring out 
conflicting views. From Daniel P. 
Moynihan to Lee A. DuBridge to 
Donald Rumsfeld to Arthur Bums 
was a wide spectrum. 
In 
the 
cabinet 
were 
such 
individualists as Robert H. Finch, 
John A. Volpe, Walter J. Hickel and 
George Romney. The fur began to 
fly. There was ferment at 1600 
Pennsylvania Ave. 
On one occasion Moynihan was 
known to have remarked to a small 
group that “blood 
ran” in the 
basement of the White House in 
arguing out the pros and cons of one 
particularly 
controversial 
issue 
(involving race). In this era, some 
brilliant concepts were studied. 
But 
gradually 
the 
men 
with 
divergent viewpoints were weeded 
out or shifted to the “ suburbs" and 
one carefully massaged line of 
thinking 
began 
to 
prevail 
on 
domestic 
issues. 
(Even 
John 
Connally faded from the picture ) 
Some independents — Dr. Henry 
A Kissinger and Melvin Laird for 
two — held their own in the foreign 
field But originality and flexibility 
in thinking on internal problems 
began to die out
